Werangcl and
Ulnggat delivered a sharp counter at-
tack, recovering all tho ground which
had been lost ami "Inflicting severe, losses
upon the Uolshevlkl. Further trr tho
west tho Cossack forces crossed tho
Don on a vlde front and cleared tho
triangle of ground between

tuty-flv- e miles north-
west of Tearltsyn. and Uet Mcdvledltwa,
100 miles northwest of Tsarltsyn. tak-
ing 1,200 prisoners with many gnns.

Still further "westward the Cossacks
occupied the lino ot the. Khoper River,
ono of tho northern tributaries of tho
Don, from Us Junction with the Don to
Tlshanskaya, taking the towns of
Kalntoh and PavIovsk, which lie west-
ward of the Khoper, botwocn that river
and Voronszh. Prisoners to the number
of 2,150, Including a complete field bat-
talion, were taken and another Red
regiment was destroyed. Largo num-
bers of prisoners were also taken nt
OrtJ and, Chemtgoff, although the exact
number lias not yet been established.

A Bolshevik wireless communique
claims the enpturo of Fastov, a railway
Junction forty miles southwest of Kiev
on the road to Odessa.

An earlier4, Bolshevik announcement
reported that Kiev Itself was captured
Wednesday by an Impetuous surprise
attack. Gen. Denlklne has not reported
the loss of this town, one of the most
Important In Southern Russia, but con-
fined himself to announcing that fierce
fighting was In progress In tho vicinity
of Kiev. Tho BoUhevlk offensive In
this region Is evidently continuing.

AIDS ROUT OF REDS

Snprcmo Council Justifies Its
Stand in Asking Aid From

of Petrograd and tho flight of the Soviet

The American Mission waa In receipt
of a message this afternoon saying that
Petrograd was expected to be completely
In tho hands of Gen. Yudenltch Within
forty-eig- ht hours. Tho' success of the

armies is tile cause ot
particular rejoicing y on tho part
of certain allied statesmen. The publi-
cation of tho note Inviting Germany to
partlcipato In a blockado of Russia had

I placed at least two of the Powers par- -'

ttclpatlng In the Invitation In nn ex-

tremely awkward position toward public
opinion In their respective countries.

Tho press In each case raised a howl
of Indignation and proteat against
"whitewashing" tho enemy by conferring
on him the privilege of participating
with the civilized nations of the world
In a sacred task. The Socialist and
reactionary elements denounced the
scheme aa folly and bitterly attacked
the Government for Indorsing It

The victories of Gens. Yudenltch and
Denlklno offered to the SSuprenne Council
a singular opportunity to Justify their
ecllon after several vain attempts to
quiet the storm In the newspapers by
Issuing legal and technical explanations.
An. evidently Inspired itatemont now
says that although tho allied Powers
saw the Inconvenience of such Inter
course with Germany their action In re-

questing cooperation of nil nations In
the proposed blockade of the Soviet Rus-
sia was Justified In the light of pres
ent developments.

In other words It Is believed here
that tho threat of a blockade weakened
the morale of the Red nrmies and stlm
ulated the lk forces to
sreater effort

Reports from SwIfs sources indicate
the Germans are not yet ready to ac
cept the Invitation.

Russia, taken in connection with tho
conference's noto to tho neutrals and
Germany, show tho Allies havo em-

barked on a determined effort to crush
Bolshevism. To this policy they have
plainly nnd openly committed them-selve- s.

Tho Importance of tho noto lies In tho
fact that It sweeps away ail doubt as
to where tho Allies stand with respect
to the Bolshevists, showing a-- complete
change from tho earlier attitude. For
Lloyd George It marks an almost com
plete right about face, because for
months he was In favor of letting the
Uolshovlsts alone. Equally It stands as
a triumph for the French Foreign Olllce,
which from the start has urged a vigor-
ous policy against the reds. Tho French
Incorporated In the noto to tho neutrals
and Germany a paragraph which Is vir
tually a declaration of war against the
Bolshevists. It reads:

"Hostilities declared and directed by
tho Bolshevists against all Governments
and their programme for an Interna-
tional revolution constitute a great dan-
ger for the national security ot all coun-

tries. Any Increase In tho capacity of
resistance of tho Bolshevists makes the
danger grave. It would therefore be de-

sirable that all peoples anxious to re-

establish peace and social order must
unite to combat them,"

In sending this noto the conference
virtually appeals for a world war against
Bolshevism, nut one or tno most ex-
traordinary features of tho note, as

cabled to The Sun, Is that the
Americans did not participate in its
preparation, certainly not to the extent
of knowing Its text and form and tho
fact that It Included Germany. Tho only
explanation that can b offered Is that
they were fearful of committing them
selves to a pacific blockado policy.
Nevertheless the noto was sent In the
name of the conference, and by. Its last
paragraph gives the right to British and
French vessels to establish a blockado
of Bolshevists ports without any reserva
tion on this blockade- principle of Amer-
ican diplomacy.

That such a paragraph shouldn t have
been shown to the Americans seems

The note has aroused two groups of op
ponents, the Socialists, who denounce It
ns a plan to starve women and children
and thereby arrest the Socialist move
ment, and those who are opposed to hav
ing any dealings .with Germany what
ever at this time.

Official Eoports Indicato
Speedy Collapso of Trotzky-Lcnin- o

Control.

PEESSURE ON ALL SIDES

Victory Predicted "Within a
Week and British Fleet May

Play Important Part

vVasiunqto!, Oct 18. "The final

crash of the Trotzky-Lontn- e regime may
be delayed some weeks, but it Is Inevit-

able."
Official Information received tjere thus

summarizes tho situation In Russia. The
closing act of tho Red drama Is already
under way, according to reports from
military attaches and apeclal agents.

Only tho "Inertia" of the
groups has permitted tho present

Moscow Government to remain alive be-

yond September 15, ono official who has
mado a special study of the situation
said. The Bolsheylk organization, the
report says, haB been so poor at tho
foundation the confidence of the masses

that only a push was necessary to
start the fall. This push has been lack-
ing because thero was no clnclent co-

operation between the anti-Re- d leaders
and In the absence of lnltlatlvo or ability
on tho part of any ono of them to start
the focward movement.

Gen. Deniklne's advance toward Mos-
cow, tho campaign of attrition waged
by tho northwest Russian volunteers
and tho stiffening of Admiral Kolchak
and his Cossack allies, the report says,
have furnished moro than hoped for pres-
sure.

Britain's Aid Effective.
"A continuation of this pressure by

any ono of these forces for one week will
finish tho matter," says one military
oxpert "Thd British alone, through
their assistance to tho northwestern
rrtup operating in the Esthonla sector,
can turn tho trick."

llhls officer Is frank In his belief that
Great Br tain has been the only one ot
the associated nations to lend concrete aid
to the leaders. Not only
has Great Britain bolstered up the Denl-
klno lino with tanks and ordnance, he
pointed out, and stiffened Kolchak with
materials and moral support, but It h.is
been reported, though not confirmed,
British war ships havo partlc'patcd In
tho advance on Petrograd by shelling
tho Red forces at Kronstadt nnd its de-

fences. A strong force of veteran avia-
tors Is assisting the fleet.

Official despatches received y did
not report tho fall of Petrograd, whloh,
however, was announced In Paris. The
fall of Petrograd, however. Is considered
of minor Importance as compared with
the results of Deniklne's advance. Mos-
cow can be Isolated and captured nt any
moment. It Is thought. If the leader of
the southern army and his associates de-

cide upon n concerted attack, but the ob-

jective now seems to bo the
triangle of communi-

cations whloh controls tho vast Ural
region. Should Denlklne arrive at Sara-
tov, on the Volga, officials here say, the
cntlro southeastern empire of tho Bol-
sheviks will fall Into Deniklne's hands
without n further blow. That would re-

sult In the Isolation of all the Bolshevik
forces west of Moscow with the excep-
tion of a thin supply line through Term.

Ukrnlne Vlrtnnlly Redeemed,
Whllo a collapse of tho Bolshevlkl Is

regarded as due primarily to economic
factors, officials here maintain that mlll- -
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tary opposition from the outsldo has
been necessary because of the absence
of any organized opposition within Rus-
sia capable of alone unseating Trotzky
and Lenlno.

Official reports from the Ukralno, once
a stronghold of the Reds, assert that
It Is now almost wholly
"Tho entire Ukraine will bo free of Bol
shevlkl by spring without outside assis-
tance,' 'says one Government despatch
received here.

Although the Red armies still number
moro than 000,000 men, counting re
serves, tho necessity of dividing tho
forces Into so many widely ncattered
armies, the Increasing effect of tho Im
paired morals and tho lack of efficient
cooperation from tho Interior, due to
tho collapse of Industrial life, military
experts hero do not constdor that figure
as Indicating anything like the true
military strength.

"Wholeanle Desertions Reported.
Desertions en masso have been re-

ported by reliable observers on ono
front Chinese mercenaries being organ-
ized Into rear guards to prevent dis-
affected units frdm marching home.

Reports to the Russian embassy to-

day Indicated that 134,000 square? miles
of Russian territory had been freed of
the Bolshevlkl since September 10 and
that tho advance of the anti-Re- d forces
had cut tho routo over which Bolshevik
propaganda might spread Into India and
Afghanistan from Moscow. The capture
of 85,600 prisoners, 700 machine guns,
90 cannon and four armored trains b"y

the Kolchak forcos also was reported.
Another report to tho Embassy said

more than 30,000 of the most prominent
Intellectuals of Russia wcro being held
hostage In Moscow under sentence of
death, many already having been shot
The remainder. It was said, would be
put to death If Gen. Denlklne attempted
to capture the city.

The Embassy received also an official
copy of an order lusued by Gen. Yude-
nltch declaring Col. Avnloff-Bermon- dt

commanding northwestern Russian
troops near Riga, a traitor because of
his operations against British forces.

GEN. R0SAN0FF IS UPHELD.

Omsk Government Approves Ills
Stnnd In Vladivostok.

Omsk, Oct. 7 (delayed). The Rus-

sian Government Is In receipt of ad

vices ffom tho Allies that they have no
anti-Russi- plans, and the allied com-
mandant In the Far East has with-
drawn formally tho request mado on tho
Russian commander 'nt Vladivostok, fol-

lowing anti-allie- d demonstrations, that
tho Russian forces ovacuato tho fortress
of Vladivostok. The demand was sub-
mitted to tho Government here and the
Russian commandant was ordered to
keep his position at any cost.

Tho Council of Ministers has voted to
Gen. Rosanoff Its cntlro approval of
tho manner In which ho upheld the honor
and Interests of Ilujsla In the recent
clash at Vladivostok. With the with-
drawal of the demands by the Allies and
tho official statements that cordial feel-
ing exists toward Russia on tho part ot
the Allies tho Incident Is considered
closed.

Sinn Fein movement between May 1,
J31C, and September 30, 1910. The
number of outrages so attributed Is
1,203, divided among the four provinces
ns follows: Ulster, 110; Lclnster, 377 ;
Connaught, 182, and Munstcr, 024. The
list Includes fourteen murders of mili-
tary and police officials and two mur-
ders of civilians.

Sixty-si- x outrages are entered under
the heading of "firing at person," nnd
totty-tw- o police wrro victims. Sixty
outrages are entered as assaults nnd
forty-si- x were on police. Four hundred
and seventy-eig- outrages aro listed
under the heading of raids, highway
robbery, burglary and larceny, with the
object of obtaining arms, ammunition
and explosives. There Is also an entry
of lifts -- fivo Inclrndlary tires.
